He said Singapore was “a key fortress with a 
unique position in the Far East.” 


Vf the all-party delegation had |

Mr Lennox-Boyd explained 
in detail how the Singapore 
delegation at first demanded 
complete Independence but 
uldmately ugreed to ecept 
self-joverninent, giving Britain 
full control of external affairs 
and external defence except Ln 
matters of trade and commerce, 

But while the delegation 
agreed to part with control of 
defence und external affalrs it 
did not say exactly what powers 
Britain should have, Mr 
Lennox-Boyd sad,

with that of 25 years ago. In those days some of

It took Hearts six games—one of: them a replay—to win the 
Scottish Cup.
